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Imports 

This week (early Jan), the State Department has 
decided to restrict the import of certain “Italian Type 
Coins” i.e. ALL Roman Republican coins from before 
200 BC, ALL Greek types from Magna Graecia and 
Sicily and some other types. The only legal way to 
import them is with an Italian sponsored certificate to 
prove that the coins left Italy before Jan 11, 2011 with 
proof that the coins were not illegally obtained. This 
applies to ANY coins imported, no matter from which 
country they originated, i.e. One cannot legally buy 
these coins from dealers from any other country with¬ 
out these “proofs”. This is a unilateral decision by the 
State Department, in violation of all past agreements 
that excluded coins, that literally makes ownership of 
these coins illegal in the United States, since Italy has 
not yet made such certificates available, and may not 
ever make them available. Dealers in other countries 
will not abide, since this agreement only applies to 
the United States. Any other country can still legally 
purchase these coins from Italy, but the Italian govern¬ 
ment asked for such agreement against the US only. 

I would urge that ALL collectors protest this action 
and contact their representatives and senators to urge 
them to change this discriminatory action.

Encased cents and wooden nickels 

At our January meeting the club members present 
voted unanimously to order 500 + encased cents (500 
2011-dated coins and an undetermined number of 
1906 — our founding date -- and 1911 cents) and 1,500 
wooden nickels. 

The 1906 and 1911 coins will be sold at a higher 
price and used as prizes at our show raffle. Dave Percy 
is looking for donations of 1906 and 1911 cents for the 
project. 

Here is a rundown of costs: 

Encased cents: the minimum order is 300 of any 
one size and the price is $417.50, which includes ONE 
obverse die. A custom reverse die is an additional 
$225, which we would need. Any additional encased 
cents above three hundred would cost 60 cents each. 
An order for 500 would cost $762.50, plus the initial 
cost of the coins as well as $12.95 shipping. 

Wooden nickels: 1,500 for $182.10. 

If we sold the entire order of 500 encased cents at 
$2 each for $1,000, that would enable us to just about 
break even on the combination of 500 encased cents 
and 1,500 wooden nickels. We would give the wooden 
nickels away as show advertising. 

My suggestion is that we consider doing the 500 
2011 cents (and offer them for sale at $2 each), and 
in addition to those, a limited number of 1906 Indian 
Cents (or 1911 Lincolns) that we can accumulate from 
members for either club raffle prizes (at the show) or 
higher priced sales (say, $5). — David Percy
